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Any will expect that T ſhould ſpeak of many things, and 
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I hope that ye will have more charity to me now, then ye. 
would have had at an other time, fince I {peak before the Lord, 
co whom I muſt give an account very ſhortly ; 1 know very well 
that my words have had but very lictle weight with many , and 
that many have miſtaken my words and aftings both: Many have 
thought me to be a great enemy to thele great works that have 
of late been brought to paſſe ; but do not miſtake me good 
people, 1 {peak it in the preſence of the Lord I entered not upon 
the work of Reformation, with any deligne to advantage my 
ſelf, or prejudice to the King and his Government, or Perſon, 
as my Will which was written in the year 1655. and thereaf- 
ter was delivered to a Friend, in whoſe hands it yet remaineth, 
can ſhew. As for thele Calumnies which have gone abroad on 

me, I blefſe God, I know chem to be no more ; And as I go to 


' make a reckoning to my God, I am free to any of theſe concern- 


ing the Kings Perſon or Government , I was real and cordial in 
my deſires to bring the King home , and in my endeavours for 
him when he was at home, and I had no correſpondence with 

Adverſaries , Armie, nor any of them the time His Majeſtic 
was in Scot/and, nor had I any atceilion to his late Majeſties hor- 
nd and execrable Murder, by counſel or knowledge of it, or any 
other manner of way, This is a truth, as I ſhall anſiyver to my 
Judge; and all the time his Majeſty was in Scotland, I was ſtill 
endeavouring his advantage , my Conlcience beareth meWwitnefle 
in it; that is for thac, |

tended no ſuch thing , but it was only in relation to the cor 
ruption and failings of men occaſioned by the prevalency of the 
Ulurping Power. 

Now Gentlemen, I think there are three ſorts of people that 
take up much of the World, and of the Nation : There are firſt 
the openly profain z and truly I might ſay, though I have been a 
Priſoner ,” yet have not had mine ears (hut, Ihear afſuredly, that 
Swearing , Drinking and Whoring were never more common z 
never more countenanced then,now they are ; and truly if Ma- 
giſtrates were here , I would ſay to them , if they lay freel) 
forth their power for the gloryfying of God , by the reſtraining 
of thele, they would fare the better ; if they continue in not re 
ſtraining of it, they will fare the worſe ; 1 will ſay no more, bui 
either let people (hun profanity , or Magiſtrates reſtrain it , © 
aſſuredly the wrath of God will follow on it, Others, they are 
not openly profain, every one will not allow that , but yet they 
are careleſſe in that matter, if things go well as to their private 
Intereſts , they care not whether Religion or the Kirk of God 
fuk or ſwim ; but what ever they think, God hath laid Engage= 
ments upon Scotland, we are tyed by Covenants to Religion 
and Reformation , - theſe that wer* then unborn are engaged to 
it, and in our Baptiſm we are engaged to it , and it paſſeth the - 
power of any under heaven to abſolve a man from the Oath ol 
God , for which Oath, I am preſently brought heer this day3

be obſerved as their Natures; the order of Religion, as well as

Thele times are 

like to be very ſuffering times , or very {inning times, and let 

Chriſtians make their choife, their is a ſad Dilinima in the buſt- 

neſſe, fin or ſuffer; and truly , he that would choite the better 

Party, will choiſe toſufter ; Others there are, that will choiſe to 

lin, will not eſcape ſuffering , they ſhall ſuffer , but it may be, 
nut as 1 doheer; (turning him to the Maiden when he ſpoke it ) 

but worſe; mine is Temporal, but theirs ſhall be Eternal , 
and when I ſhall be ſinging, they ſhall be howling ; beware there- 
fore of finning, what ever ye are aware of, elpecially in theſe 
times : YetI cannot ſay of my own Condition, bur the Lord in 
his providence hath minded mercy to me , even in this world , 
for if I had been more favourably dealt with, I fear 1 might have 
been overcome with tentations, as many others are, and I fear 
many more ſhall be, I wiſh the Lord may prevent it, and (© 
ſhould have gone out of the world with a more polluted Cone

En and Brethren, 1 fear many of you be come hither rather 
to gaze then to be edified by the carriage and laſt words of a 


dying man; but if any have ancar to hear , as] hope ſome 
of this great Confluence have, 1 deſire your Audience to a few words. 
- Jam come hither to lay down this earthly Tabernacle and mortal fleſh 
of mine, and 1 bleſſe God through his Grace, I doit willingly and not 
by conſtraint, I ay, I ſuffer willingly: 1f I had been ſo minded, I might 
have made a Diveriion, and not beer a Priſoner , but being conſcious 


co my ſelf of nothing worthy of Death or of Bonds, I would not ftain 
my Innocency with the ſufpicion of guiltineſſe by my withdrawing, nei« 
ther have 1 wanted opportunities and advantages to eſcape fince 1 was 


Priſoner , not by the fault of my Keepers ( God knoweth)) but _ 
B wile 5 
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wiſe; but neither for this had I Light or Liberty, leſt I ſhould refle& 
upon the Lords Name, and offend the generation of the Righteous ; 
and if ſome men have not been miſtaken or dealt deceitfully in telling 
me fo, I might have not only avoided the ſeverity of this Sentence , 
but alſo had much fayour and countenance by complying with the 
courſes of the Time , but I durſt not redeem my life with the loiTe of 
my integrity ( God knoweth I durſt not ) and that ſince I was a Prifo- 
ner he hath ſo holden me by the hand, that he never {uffere.' me to 
bring it in debate in my inward thoughts , much lefſe to propcund or 
to hearken to any Overture of that kind, I did judge it better to ſut- 
fer then to fin, and therefore am 1 come hither to lay down my life 
this day, and 1 bleſle God1 die not as atool, not that Fhave avy ching 
wherein toglory in my ſelf; Iaci.nowledge that Jam a ſinner, yea one 
of the greateſt and vileſt that has owned a profe{lion of Religion, and 
one of the moſt unworthy that hach Preacted the Goſpel, my corrupti- 
ons have been ſtrong and many, and have made mea ſinner in all things, 
yea, even in following my Duty , and therefore, righteouſneſſe have | 
none of my own, all is vile; but T do believe that Feſus Chriſt came in- 
to the world to ſave ſinners wheredf T am chief,through faith in his righ- 
ouſneſſe and; blood have obtaingd mercy, and through-him, and him 
alone have [ the hope- of a bleſie&tConqueſt and Viftory oversSin/ and 
Satan and Hell and Death ; and that I ſhall attairr unto the reſurretion 
of the Juſt, and be made pertaker of the eternal life, T know in whom 
T have believed, and t54t he is able to keep that which IT have committed 
unto him againſt that day; | have Preached Salvation through his Name, 
and as Thave Preached, ſadolT believe, and do commend the riches of 
his free Grace and Faith in his Name unto you all as the only way 
whereby you.can be ſaved. 

And as I blefle God that I die not as a fool , fo allo that I die not 
for evil doing. Not a few of you, may haply judge that I ſuffer as a 
Theif, or 25 a Murderer, or as an evil doer, or as a. buſie body in other 
mens matters; it was the lot of the Lord Jeſus Chriſt himſelf, and 
bath been of many of his precious Servants and People to ſuffer by 
the world as evil doers, and as my ſou] ſcars not at it, but deſires to 
rejoyce in being brought in conformity with my bleſſed Head , and (o 
blefied a Company in t! .s thinz,ſodoT dehre and pray that I may be nn- 
. To none of you to day upon this account a ſtone. of ſtumbling and a 
rock of offence ; Bleſſed is he that ſhall not be offended at Jeſus o_

and his poor Servants and Members becauſe of their being condemned 
as evil doers by the world, God is my record, that in theſe things 
for which Sentence of death hath paſſed againſt me, 1 have a good Con» 
ſcience 3 I bleſſe God they are not matters of complyances with Seta« 
ries, or deſigns or praQtices againſt His Majeſties Perſon or Government, 
or the Perſon or Government of His Royal Father , my heart, I blefſe 
God, , conſcious unto n» difloyalty, nay, loyal I have been, and 1 com- 
mend it unto you tobe loyal and obedient in the Lord , true Piety is 
the foundation of true loyalty 3 a wicked man may be a flatterer anda 
time ſerver, but he will never be a loyal Subject, But co return to 
my purpoſe, the matters for wiich I am condemned z are matters be- 
longing to my Calling an Function, a Miniſter of the Goſpel, ſuch as 
the di'covery and reproving of fin, the preſſing, the holding faſt of the 
Oath of God in the Covenant, and prelecving and carrying on the 
work of Religion and Reformation according thereto, and denying 
to acknowledge the Civil Magiſtrate as the proper competent imme=» 
diate Judge in cauſes Eccleſiaſtical ; in all theſe things (which God (o 
ordering by his gracious Providence,are the grounds of my Inditment 
and Death ) 1 have a good Conſcience as having walked therein accor- 
ding to the Light and Rule of Gras Word, andas did becomea Mini 
ſter of the Golpel. 

I do alſo blefſe the Lord, that I do not die as one not deſired, 1 
know that by not a few, I neither have been nor z.”: deſired, it hath been 
my lot to have been a man of contention and ſorrow , but it is my 
comfort that for my own things I have not contended, but for the 
things of Jeſus Chriſt , for what relates to his Intereſt and Work and 
the well being of his People; In order to the preſerving and promot- 
ting of theſe, I did proteſt againſt, and ſtood in oppoſition to theſe late* 
Afſemblies at St. Andrews and Dundee and Elinburgh, and the publick 
Reſolutions for bringing the Malignant Party into the Judiratories and 
Armies of this Kingdom, conceiving the (arae contrary to the Word of 
God and to our (olemn Covenants and Engagements, and to be an in- 
let to defeftion, to the ruine and deftru&ion of the work of God (and 
it is now manifeſt to many Confciences that I have not been therein 
miſtaken, nor was not fighting againſt a man of ftrae:) I was alſo defir- 
ous and did ufe ſome poor endeavours to have the Church of God 
purged of inſufficient and ſcandalous and cor:upt Miniſters and Elders : 
For theſe things 1 haye been _—_ by ſome, and hated by others , 

2 but 
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but I bleffe the Lord, as I had the teſtimony of my own Conſcience, 
ſo I was and am therein approven in the Conſciences» of many of the 
Lords precious Servants and People, and how little ſoever I may die 
defired by ſome, yet by theſe I know I do diedefired, and their appro- 
bation and prayers and affe&ion is of more valie with me, then the 
contradifion or hatred, or reproach of many others ; the love of the 
one I cannot recompence, and the miſtake, or hatred, or reproach of 
the other I do with all my heart forgive, and wherein I have offended 
any of chem do beg their mercy and forgivenefſe : I do from my 
foul wiſh that my death may be profitable unco both, that the one 
may be confirmed and eſtabliſhed in the ſtraight wayes of the Lord, 
and that the other, if the Loid fo will may be convinced, and ceale 
from the'e things which are not go0d,and do nor edifie but deſtroy, 
One thing I would warn you all of , that Gol 1s wroth, yea very 
wroth with Scotland, ant threatneth to depart and remove his Can.!le- 
ſick, the cauſes of this wrath are many, and would God it were not 
one great cauſe, that Cauſes of Wrath are deſpiſed anil rejefted of 
men, conitder the cale that is recorded, Fer. 36. and the conlequents 
of it and tremble and fear. I canngt but aifo fay, that there is a great 
addition and increaſe of wrath by tat deluge of profanity that over- 
floweth all the Land, and has reins looled unto it every where, in fo 
far that many have 107-4 not only all uſe and exerciſe of Religion, bue 
evenof morality, and that common civility that 1s tobe found amongſt 
the Heathen. Secondly , By tie horrible treachery and perjury that 
is in the matter of the Covenant and Cauſe of God and work of Re- 
fornation: Be ye aftoniſhed,O ye Heavens at this,and be horribly afraid, 
.be ye very deſolate, ſaith the Lord , for my people have committed two 
great evils, they have forſaken me the fountaim of Itving waters, and 
bewed them ont cifterns, broken ciſterns that can hold no water. Shall 
be break the Covenant and proſper, ſhall the throne of iniquity have fel- 
lowſhip with God, which frameth miſchief into a Law, | fear the Lord 
be abont to bring a ſword npon thefe Lands , which ſhall avenge the 
quarrel of his Covenant. Thirdly, Horrible ingratitude , the Lord 
afcer ten years Oppreſlion and Bondage hath broken the yoke of Stran- 
gers from off our nect.s , but what do we render unto him for this 
goodnefle , moſt of the fruic of our delivery 15 to work wickedneſſe, 
and to ſtrengthen our ſelves todo evil. Fourthly, A moſt dreadfull 
Jdotatry, and facrificing to the creature ; We have cianged the glory 
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of the incorruptible God into the Image of a corruptible man, in 
whom many have placed almoſt all their (alvation and defire, and have 
turned that which might have been a bleſſing unto us ( being kept wn 
a due line of ſubordination under God ) into an idol of jealouſie by 
preferring it before him. God is alſo wroth with a generation of cat- 
nal corrupt Time-ſerving Miniſters; I know, and do bear teitimony 
that in the Church of Scot/and there is a true and faithfull Miniſtry, 
bleſſed be God we have yet many who ſtudy their Duty, and delire to 
be found faithfull to their Lord and Maſter, and I pray you to hononr 
and reverence and eſteem much of theſe for their works fake , and I 
pray them to be encouraged in their Lord and Maſter , who is with 
them, to make them Iron pillars and Brazen walls, and as a ſtrong de- 
fenced Citie in the fairthfull following of their Dutyz But oh! that 
there were not too many who minde earthly things, and are enemies 
to the croſle of J:ſus Chriſt, who puſh with the {ide and ſhoulder, who 
make themſelves tran{grefſors, by ſtudying to build again what they 
did formerly deiroy , I mean, Prelacy, and che Ceremonies, and the 
Service-Book, a myſtery of Iniquity that works amongſt us, Whole Reps 
lead into the houle of the great Whore B1by/on, the Mother of For- 
gications ; but whoſoever he FEthat builds this Jericho again, let him 
take head of the curſe of Hiel the Bethelite , and of that tleeing Roll 
threatned in the 5 of Zech. and let all Minifi-:s cake heed that they 
watch and be ſtedfaft in tae Faith, and quite ti-.aſelves like men and be 
firong, and give faithfull and ſ{eaſonable warning concerning (in and 
duty; Many of the Lords people do ſadly complain of the faincing and - 
ſilence of many Watchmen, and it concerns them to con{ider what 
God calls for at their hands in ſuch a day ; filence now in a Watchman 
when he 1s ſo much called to (peak, and give his teſtimony upon the 
perril of his life, is doubtleſſe a great fin; the Lord open the mouths. 
cf his Servants to ſpeak his Word with all boldnefſe, that Covenant 
breaking may be diſcovered and reprov.d, and that the Kingdom of 
Jeſus Chriſt may not be ſupplanted, nor the ſouls of his People des 
ftroyed without a witneſſe. 

I have but a few words more toadu ; All that are prophane amongſt 
you, I exhort unto Repentance, for the ds, of the Lords vengeanes 
haſteneth and is nigh , but there is yet a door of mercy open for you 
H you will not delpile the day of Salvation ; All that ave maliguers 
and reproachers,and perſecuters of Godlinefſe and of ſuch as live wy 
Ts 
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ly, take heed what you do, it will be hard for you to kick againſt the 
Picks 3 you make your ſelves the Butt of the Lords fury and flaming 
*1ndignation , if you do not ceaſe from and repent of all your hard 
ſpeeches and ungodly deeds: all that are neutral, and indifferent, and - 
lukewarme Proteſſors, be zealous and repent, leſt the Lord ſpew you 
out of his mouth. You that lament atter the Lord, and mourn for 
all the abominations that are done in this City and in the Land, and 
take pleaſure in the ſtones and duſt of Zion, caſt not away your confi 
dence but be comforted and incouraged in the Lord, he will yet ap- 
pear to your joy; God hath not caſt away his People nor Work in 
Britain and Ireland, I hope it ſhall once more revive by the power 
of his Spirit and take root downward, and bear fruit upward, and of 
this 1 am now confident , there is yet a holy Seed and precious remnant 
whom God will preſerve and bring forth ; but how long or dark our 
night may be, I do not know, the Lord ſhorten it for the ſake of his cho» 
ſen, in the mean while be you patient and ſtediaſt, immoyeablealwayes, 
abounding in the work of the Lord, and in love one to another; bes 
ware of ſnares which are ftrawed thick , cleave to the Covenant and 
_work of Reformation, do not decline the crofſe of Jeſus Chriſt, chooſe 
rather to ſuffer afliftion with the peopre of God, then to enjoy the 
Pleaſures of fin for a ſeaſon, and account the reproach of Chriſt greater 
riches then all the trcaures of the world ; Let my death grieve none 
of you, it will be m- re profitable and advantageous both for me and 
for you, and for the Church of God, and for Chriſts intereſt and ho- 
nour, then my life could have been, I forgive all men the guilt of it, 
and I deſire you to do fo allo; Pray for them that perſecute you , and 
Bleſſe them that curſe you, bl:ſſe T ſay, and curſe not : T die in the faith 
of the Apoſtles and Primitive Chriſtians , and Proteſtant Reformed 
Churches, particularly, of the Church of Scotland, whereof Tam a 
” Member and Mimſter; I do bear my Witnefſe and Teſtimony to the 
Do&rine, Worſhip, Diſcipline and Government of the Church of Scot- 
and, by Kirk-Sefl'0ns, Presbyteries, Synods, and General Aſſemblies 3 


Popery, and Prelacy, and all the truimpery of Service and Ceremo- 
nies that wait upon them, 7 do abhorre ; T bear my Witneſlſe to the 
National Covenant of Scor/and, and Solemn League and Covenant be- 
twixt the three Kingdoms of Scotland, England and Ireland , theſe 
' Sacred, Solemn, publick Carhs of God , I believe can be looſed nor 
iſpenſed with by no Perſon, or Party, nor Power upon earth, but are 

[ binding upon theſe Kingdoms, and will be for ever hereafter, and 
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are ratified and ſealed by the Converfion of many thouſand Souls fince 
our entering thereinto. I bear my Witnefſe to the Proteſtation againſt © 
the contraverted Aſſemblies and the Publick Reſolutions; tothe Teftt- | 
monies given againſt the SeCtaries, againſt the courſe of — 
and defe&tion that is now on foot in the Land, and all the Branches 
and parts thereof under whatſoever Name or Notion , or ated by 
waatſoever Party or Perſon. And in the laſt place, T bear my Wit» 
nefle to the croſſe of Jeſus Chriſt, and chat T never had cauſe, nor have 
cauſe this day to repent becaule of any thing IT have ſuftered , or can 
now ſuffer for his Name 3 I take God to record, upon my foul , that 
T would not exchange this Scaftoi'd with the Palace nor Mitre of the 
greateſt Prelate in Britain ; bleſſed be God who hath ſhewed mercy 
co ſuch a wretch, and hath revealed his Son in me, and made me a 
Miniſter of the everlaſting Goſpel, and that he hith deigned in the 
midſt of muc\ contradiftion from Satan and the World to feal my Mi- 
niſtry upon the hearts of not a few of his people , eſpecially, ia the 
ſtation wherein 7 was laſt, T mean, the Congregation and Presbytery ,, 
of Stirling ; and T hope, the Lord will vitit that Congregation and 
Presbytery once more with faithfull Paſtors; God forgive the poor 
empty man that did there intrude upon my Labours , and hath made 
a prey of many poor ſouls, and .expeſed others to reproach and oppref- 
ſion, and a famine of tae Word of the Lord ; God forgive the mil- .
